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MEETING MINUTES 

JUNE 7, 2016 
  

Mr. Panilaitis opened the meeting for public session at 5:30 p.m. to conduct interviews for residents 

who submitted Citizen Activity Forms to volunteer for Board(s) / Committee(s) Scheduled interviews:   

Ruth Unger for the Tewksbury Cable Advisory Committee; Adam Aylward for the Conservation 

Commission and Tewksbury Open Space and Recreation Plan Committee; Patricia MW Meuse for the 

Bicycle and Pedestrian Advisory Committee and the Elementary School Building Committee; and 

Jayne Wellman Miller for Cable Advisory and Open Space and Recreation Plan Committee was not in 

attendance. Ms. Wellman Miller submitted an email with additional details. Stan Folta for Elementary 

School Building Committee. Attendees were Bruce Panilaitis, Mark Kratman, Anne Marie Stronach, 

Todd Johnson, and David Gay. Interviews concluded at 6:17 p.m. 

 

Mr. Panilaitis then opened the meeting for executive session at 6:30 p.m.  Attendees were Bruce 

Panilaitis, Mark Kratman, Anne Marie Stronach, Todd Johnson, David Gay and Richard Montuori. 

 

The Selectmen entered into executive session to conduct discussions on contract negotiation items. 

Because discussion of these matters in open session would be detrimental to the town’s interest, the 

Chair requested a motion to move to Executive Session. 

 

MOTION: Mr. Gay made the motion for the Board to enter into Executive Session;  

Mr. Kratman seconded the motion, and on a roll call vote Mr. Johnson, Mr. Gay, Mr. 

Kratman and Mr. Panilaitis vote in favor. The motion was unanimous and moved to 

Executive Session at 6:30 pm.  

 

Mrs. Stronach joined the meeting immediately following the roll call vote. 

 

MOTION: Mr. Johnson made the motion for the Board to exit Executive Session at 7:13 p.m.; 

Mr. Gay seconded, and on a roll call vote Mr. Johnson, Mr. Kratman, Mr. Gay,  

Mrs. Stronach, and Mr. Panilaitis, vote in favor for a unanimous vote. 

 

The Selectmen took a brief recess at 7:13 p.m. before the public session was to begin. 

 

Mr. Panilaitis then opened the meeting for public session at 7:16 p.m.  Attendees were Bruce Panilaitis, 

Mark Kratman, Anne Marie Stronach, Todd Johnson, David Gay and Richard Montuori. 

 

Verizon Hearing to Install Centralized Radio Access Network 

Present was Joseph Lanzetta was present for this discussion. The Chair read the notice into the record 

stating the hearing is on the application of Cellco Partnership d/b/a Verizon Wireless to attach on existing 

poles1, 11, 154, and 198-1 on Main Street, pole 24 on Clark Road, pole 103 on North Street and 

International Drive, pole 62-1 on Shawsheen Street for a Centralized Radio Access Network –antenna, 
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radio unit, meter, 30A disc., coax cable and guard, ground rod, power, fiber and fixtures. The purpose of 

these applications is to increase the wireless capacity and fill exiting coverage gaps.  

 

A letter of response to all questions from last meeting was presented to the Selectmen. The letter 

concentrated on questions submitted specifically by the Town Manager. Question 3 gave further 

explanation that Verizon is a third party in this work being done. The Selectmen discussed if the 

equipment is marked and it is not but Verizon would to mark if needed. The regulations are not settled on 

this matter as it is new technology and it is not Verizon’s intention to set a precedent.  

 

Mr. Johnson does not use Verizon wireless, but he reiterated he feels residents will benefit from the 

installation of this equipment. He also recommended the Selectmen take into consideration the Planning 

Board’s support in this matter. No residents have come forward in either the Planning Board Meetings or 

the Selectmen Meetings to express concern on this proposal. 

 

MOTION: Mr. Johnson made the motion to approve all petitions to install centralized radio 

access networks on the poles described as Pole #1, Pole #11, Pole #154, Pole #198-1 

on Main Street; Pole #24 on Clark Road, Pole #103 on North Street/International 

Drive; and Pole 62-1 on Shawsheen Street Mr. Gay seconded, and the motion 

passed unanimously. 

 

Mr. Johnson made the motion that if further requests from other carriers come 

forward to the Board of Selectmen that it will be required for labeling of the 

equipment to be installed; Mr. Kratman seconded and the motion passed 

unanimously.
